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Our Thumbbox Exhibition was well attended, but the sales were 
below our record year, although the standard of excellence was 
strongly maintained. 

Fewer paintings were entered in the Auction Sale; nevertheless 
the sale showed a substantial increase in the total realized. Many of 
our members who had not contributed to the Auction Sale for years 
sent in works this year and thus contributed greatly to the success of 
the Auction. The prices averaged considerably better than in recent 
years. 

Several sales were made in the Annual Oil Exhibition. The gal¬ 
leries presented a well-balanced effect in tone and color. 

A new type of exhibition was held this year in place of the 
former Decorative Exhibition. This was an exhibition of framed 
small pictures limited to 200 square inches canvas measurement. Sev¬ 
eral sales were made in this exhibition and the experiment appeared 
to meet with favor sufficient to encourage its repetition. 

On March 25 an informal dinner at which a number of art dealeis 
were present was served in the gallery. On this occasion the artists 
had an opportunity of hearing the dealers’ side of art matters. Every 
thing considered I think the exchange of views and experiences was 
beneficial to both sides. The utmost good feeling was in evidence a 
through the dinner and the discussions that followed. It is my 10 P^ 
that some real benefit may come of this effort to bring the artist an 
dealer into closer and more cordial relations. 


I desire to thank all who are retiring from the various committees 
for their earnest efforts in behalf of our Club. 

A vote of thanks is due to Mr. J. Redding Kelly and Mi* T. L. 
Briggs for their efforts and success in organizing the subscription o 
the Members* Purchase Prize Fund. 

In conclusion I wish to say that the Club is in good financial con^ 
dition, which is a source of satisfaction, and our members are c omg 
their best to uphold the ideals of the Salmagundi.
